SEN. DICK REFUSES TO TALK 


Committee Settles Republican Fac- 


tional Differences in Several 


Counties at Meeting. 


FAMOUS LONG BEACH, L. I. HOTEL, TOTALLY DESTROYED BY FIRE 


Columbus, O., July 31. — By a vote 


of 15 to 6 the presidential cdiididacy 
of Secretary of War William H. Taft 
•was indoi'3-3d by the Ohio state Rcpjb 
lican central committee, the six op 
posing votes being cast by Comoitt^d- 
men King, Hess, Gould, McCoy, Mc- 
Nutt and Black, the latter by yoxy 
The indorsing resolution, introduced 
b> Committecman Overturf of Dela- 
ware, carries with it an amendment 
disclaiming intention to eliminate Sen- 
ators Foraker and Dick from public 
life, which was adopted by a vote of 
11 to 10 against the protests of the 
Foraker-Dick committeemen. 


"Be it resolved" by the Republican 


State central committee of Ohio, that 


"We believe the great majority of 


the people of Ohio, convinced of the 
high character, great ability and dis- 
tinguished services of Secretary Taft, 
indorse his candidacy for the presi- 
dency; and further, 


"We declare that the Republicans of 


Ohio overwhelmingly desire that the 
name of the Honorable William How- 
ard Taft be presented to the nation as 
Ohio's candidate for president, and 
that the Republicans of other states 
be invited *o co-operate with the Re- 
publicans of Ohio to secure his nomi- 
nation in 1908. 


"And be it further resolved, That 


we emphatically declare that the Re- 
publicans of Ohio are opposed to the 
elimination from public life of Senator 
3. B. Foraker and Charles Dick, whose 
services to the party and state have 
been distinguished by ability, wisdom 
and patriotism." 


In_the matter of county party con- 


tests the committee recognized the 
Johnson faction in Lawrence county, 
the Westfall faction in Vinton county 
and the Eagle faction in Gallia county, 
and' adjourned. 


Nothing to Say. 


Akron, O., July 31. — Following the 


reading of the dispatches from Colum- 
bus in which it was stated that Secre- 
tary Taft had been indorsed for the 
presidency as Ohio's candidate by the 
Republican state central committee, 
Senator Charles Dick refused to make 
any comments. 
Neither would the 


junior senator discuss the letter of 
Senator Foraker to the committee, in 
•which, the senior senator asked that 
no indorsement be made by the com- 
mittee upon the ground that it would 
be premature. 


Foraker Interviewed. 


Cincinnati, O., July 31.—When Unit- 


ed States Senator Foraker learned of 
the action of the Republican state 
central committee he gave out the fol- 
lowing statement: '1 can not add any- 
thing to what I said in my open letter 
published Tuesday. I wrote that letter 
foreseeing the result and feeling that 
it was my duty to give notice before- 
hand that I would not be bound by any 
such unauthorized action. 
The com- 


mittee had no more right to speak on 
that subject for the Republicans of 
Ohio than any other 21 Republicans of 
the state might have had, and the ac- 
tion of the committee will not affect 
my course in any way. The next state 
convention 
will have authority to 


speak, and by the action of that con- 
vention it will be the duty of every 
good Republican to abide. In the 
meanwhile we shall have our munici- 
pal elections and the benefit of occur- 
ring events, in the light of all which 
we shall no doubt be able to act intel- 
ligently and satisfactorily."

Atlanta, Ga, July 31.—The prohibi- 


tion bill which recently passed the 
Georgia senate is now practically A 
law, effective on Jan. 1, 1908. It has 
just passed the house of representa- 
tives, and awaits only the signature 
of Governor Smith, and it is a fore- 
gone conclusion that that official will 
sign it. 


The bill prohibits the manufacture 


or keeping on hand in any place of 
business, the sale or giving away to 
induce business within the state of 
any liquor that may produce intoxica- 
tion. The new law is to become effec- 
tive Jan. I, 1908 


After the first fight on the bill. In 


which the opponents of the bill showed 
their ability to keep the act from Its 
third reading, an agreement was 
reached making the bill a special or- 
der, with the provision that a vote 
should be taken at a specified time. 
This program was carried out. Twen- 
ty-one amendments were offered. Only 
two were allowed, and both of these 
were introduced by the prohibitionists. 
The anti-prohibitionists 
made their 


hardest fight to secure the adoption of 
an amendment to postpone until Jan- 
uary, 1909, the date when the hill 
should become effective. This was 
lost, 128 to 49. 


The amendments permit the sale of 


pure alcohol by retail druggists on the 
prescription of a reputable physician, 
and also allow wholesale druggist* to 
carry pnra alcohol in stock for sale to 
retailers only.

PINKERTONS ON THE SCENE 


Several Carloads of Outside Workmen 


and Strikebreakers In Cars, and All 
Indications Point to an Attempt of 
the Steel Company to Resume Oper- 
ations If Possible. 


Duluth, Minn., July 31.—Nearly all 


the men who have been stopping at 
"West End hotels and are supposed to 
have been brought in as ore dock 
Strikebreakers have disappeared, and 
they are housed in boarding cars on the 
docks. It is estimated that there are 
enough men to operate the docks. In 
police circles preparations are being 
made to protect the men who go to 
work. 


Officials of the steel corporation 


continue 
the conciliatory 
attitude 


which they have thus far maintained 
toward the striking ore dock em- 
ployes, but it is not believed they will 
hold open to them an opportunity to 
return to work more than 24 hours. 
Should the men then decline to return 
to work, the steel corporation will pro- 
ceed at once to make preparations to 
resume operations on the docks with 
such other labor as it may have at its 
command. 


The labor leaders assert that they 


can keep the dock and mining oper- 
ations tied up. They say that there 
will be no violence, .neither in Duluth 
and Superior, when the docks are re- 
opened for business, nor on the range 
when the mines are fully open, and 
the men will not be molested if they 
want to return to work. This strike 
mo far has been very orderly. 


The United States Steel corporation 


Is said to be fully prepared for resump- 
tion of business as soon as the men 
have given their final answer. Prep- 
arations hare been made to house and 
feed whatever workmen the company 
may find It necessary to use in start- 
Ing, full operations. Ample protection 
against violence or Intimidation will 
be afforded by the city authorities.

First came 
bic>cles which displaced all over the 
United States countless numbers or 
horses, and at the time of the advent 
of bio>cles the livery or any business 
connected 
with 
the horse business, 


was under a cloud as a money maker. 
People who rode the bicycle •as a fad 
or a form of amusement soon got 
tired of it; prices of the 
machines 


soon got down to where those who 
just needed the machine for getting 
somewhere, could afford to buy one, 
so the machine, like T\ ater, found its 
level. 


In the meantime 
norse 
breeders 


were fearful of the conditions and 
practically ceased raising horses for 
the market and all at once the public 
that had money to pa\ for what 
it 


wanted, desired 
horses, 
and they 


were not to be had, because you can 
not raise a horse as quickly as a ma- 
chine can be built. 
Then the ma- 


chinery men, always alert 
for the 


golden opportunity, put the automo- 
bile on the market, and at the same 
time the electric roads 
commenced 


with their 
ramifications 
over 
the 


land. 


The horse breeders, quick to ap- 


preciite the good prices offered fo.- 
driving and
